The accounts for 1893-94, included, under Head, XIII, (2), Loans, 
the extraordinary item of Rs. 2,00,000 on account of the cost rjf 'the new 
Sewage and Water Works; while those for 1894-95 included only Rs, 2t3;005, 
under the same Head, and for the same purpose. The normal income has, 
thus, been for 1893-94, Jts. 74,099-12-8; and for the year under report 
Rs, 90,521-1-7; dr, an exec-sof Rs. 15,S?l-4-ll over and above that of the 
year before. The came of this increase will he explained under its, proper

645 from the contract, of ihe previous 
year, bringing up the iota!amount to.be.realised io Rs, 5,59G., Of this uum 
only Rs. 4,709 '{including the outstanding balance front the previous year), 
wati recovered; letiving an unrealised balance of Rs. 887, This' sum was

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Under this Head, at the close of 1893-94, there remained, outstanding, 
a sum of Ids. 3,474-0-1,of which Rs. 3,443-1-8; or Rs. 30-14-5 less than 
the whole amount; was recovered during the ensuing year. This small sum 
may be treated as irrecoverable, as the debtor is dead, and the residue of 
his estate was awarded, on a decree, to a Baniah, who was a creditor; it may 
therefore be struck out of these accounts. 

The demand for the year under report was Rs. 19,840-13-3.

The estimated income from these sources was put down at Rs. 1,300, 
of which, only Us. 1,202 was collected. The tax on dogs is somewhat diffi¬ 
cult of realization, owing to the numbers of these animals owned, but seldom 
claimed by native servants, residing in the bazars, and in the compounds 
bfhouses. Chapter VlT, jBute 7, (a) (6) and (c), at page 32 of the Bye- 
Taws, which provides for the destruction of strayed and unclaimed dogs, 
after a detention of three days in the dog-pound, will have to be stringently 
worked.

The Toll-Tax contract was sold for 11s. 8,600, of which the contractor 
paid in, during the year, only Rs. 7,200; the balance of Rs, 1,400 is in pro¬ 
cess of realisation, by the sale, under the orders of the Civil Court, of certain 
property which the defaulting contractor had pledged to the Committee as 
security.

The increase under “ shops and houses ” is due to better terms liaving 
been obtained for the stalls in the Meat Market than in the previous year. 
The demand lor accommodation in the pony sarais lias much improved. 
Unlike .the previous year, building operations were in progress in the 
neighbourhood of Municipal quarries, and there hns been, accordingly, an 
increased demand for building-stone from those places. An increase of He. J 
in the fishing licenses calls for no comment. Redlar's Stalls shew an in- 
crease of Its. 220-12-0 oyer the previous year; or, a sum in excess of the 
total obtained for them in 1892-98 of Ks. 18-2-0, The money expended 
on enclosing and roofing these stalls,-.thus protecting the tenants and their 
wares from the weather, seems to have been wisely laid out. The increase 
in the income from leased land is due to the payment Ip 7 Sherwood School 
of two gears' arrears of mu, amounting Lo Ks, 24; and to tide payment by 
■the Forest Departmcnr. of Ks. 50 for the lease of ground in 1- Ui IWr.rs. n-ed 
as fuel depots*

The income from this source is liable to fluctuations. During this 
year, an improvement over the previous year occurred, amounting to 
Rs. 75-10-0. The total income being Rs. 116-13-0, 

XII, Miscellaneous. 

The sale of firewood to the public, though formerly lucrative, has now 
practically ceased to exist The Forest Department has established a com¬ 
plete monopoly of this business, and the Committee’s income has suffered 
to the amount of Rs, 800 in one year. Of course, this loss is more apparent 
than real, as, instead of being sold to private purchasers, the wood is 
consumed by the pumping engines. 

The number of dead trees in the Municipal forests may be said to have 
been exhausted long since. The requirements for the Engines are now met 
from standing timber, and the rate at which the forests are being denuded 
may be easily conceived, when it is known that the average consumption 
of fuel is about 150 Maunds, daily. The date by which this denudation 
of lorests must cease, from mere exhaustion, cannot be very remote; and 
then the question, of the water-supply, as a dec ted by denuded and sun- 
scorehcd hill-sides, must be faced. 

Cart Purao (yards,) Rs. 81-10-6. 

The Talli Tal, and Malli Tal paraos are now both on the same footing, 
resulting in an increase of Rs, 36-10-6. Further than this, great care has 
been taken with conservancy arrangement in the cart-yards.

The Government, as 1 explained in last year’s' Report, will ultimately re- , 
fund.ft portion 'of the expenditure pn the, Runsi,’Sewage Filter, Works. , The , 1 
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other works were undertaken, owing to their great invprotance. Many of 
them had received the sanction of the Commissioner, in his No, xiv'iir.o ^ted 
3rd duly, 11)94. 


(3) Water Works Extension. 

During the year under notice no expenditure was incurred under 
tins sub-head. 

(4) Capital Account. 

A claim for settlement of the out-standings, due hy the Committee, on 
the Water Supply and Sewage Works was made by the Executive Engineer of 
Kumaon Division. This amount was Rs. 27,200-1-4, and, in order to meet 
the claim, a further ]oau of Rs. 20,000 was applied for, and obtained from 
Government, the balance being met from funds in the Committee’s own hands. 

Tim loan was granted by Government, under its G. 0. dated 

11 th October, 1894. The Committee are now clear of that old out-standing 
debt. 


(5) Repairs „ 

The Station roads suffered considerably from the diversion of funds 
to other works, and only very little attention could he given to their 
maintenance. An effort, however had to be made to bring them up, and on 
this the sum of Rs. 9,597-15 11 was expended during the year; or, about Rs- 
415 in excess of the previous year. There is no doubt but that a tAuch 
larger sum will have to be devoted to the road maintenace during the 
next two or three years. The railings hitherto in use for protecting the 
traffic have been kept up by cuttings from the Municipal Forests. 


This source of supply h now nearly exhausted. Some other typo of 
railing must be found! which, while preventing the di.mida.iion of the. forests, 
•will, at the same time, be more suitable for the purpose than the perishable 
oak, whose life in the past, from one cause or another, seldom reached a 
second year. - •

Hospital. The Committee contribute towards its maintenance. A new Dis¬ 
pensary, and Native Hospital are under erection on a piece of land, given for 
Hie purpose by hala Durga Sab.. The Institution is to bear the name of 
Hie “Crosthwaite Hospital. When this has been completed, the building at 
the Ramsay Hospital,” at present used for native patients, will then be ap¬ 
propriated to other uses. 

The native patients will be more at home in a Hospital situated in 
the near neighbourhood of the Upper Bazar, than they cunld be in a build¬ 
ing so remote as is the Ramsay Hospital. 

The Water Supply Extension system is generally admitted to need 
remodelling on broader lines. The Engines have not been working 
satisfactorily during the year. The pumps have proved ,to be both unre¬ 
liable, and inefficient in a way admitting of little doubt. One of the 
two pumps, at the most, critical time, and when most,required, , broke 
down. The chamber developed serious cracks and a new one lia^ had.

In continuation oi my letter No. dated 2‘Jth. April 131)5 1 have 

the honor to forward Mr., Cash’s report on the Water Works, machinery, and 
to make the following remarks. 

2. It was agreed at a Municipal meeting held last year, that a meter 
should be fixed to the main to show the aetual amount pumped each day. 
This 1 hoped would have been fixed before the commencement uf the pre¬ 
sent-working season., I would suggest that; a meter be ordered at 1 once, and 
fixed at the earliest possible opportunity. 

3. I examined the pistons and rings with Mr. Cash, and agree witii 
him that the existing ones are inferior and likely to cause a great waste 
of steam. I would recommend the adoption of the Mather and Platts type: 
it is probably procurable from one of the Calcutta firms. 

4. " The tools mentioned by Mr, Cash are certainly required, to 
enable Mr. Carr to carry out minor repairs, and should, in iny opinion, 
be purchased at once.- 

5 The whole plant is evidently too weak for the work required, especially 
since the construction of the high—level pump line on Ayarpatta, and will 
have to be replaced by better machinery-very-shortly. I am now in corres¬ 
pondence with Messrs. Simpson and Co. with regard to the cost of more 
powerful machinery, to be driven by compressed air, the motive power be¬ 
ing water from the^ake, This would obviate the necessity for fuel, and 
save the Municipality .a large annual expenditure on this account. To 
enable ine to work out tile amount the Municipality could alibi'd to pay for 
new machinery if the. consumption of fuel is stopped, I shall bo obliged 
if you will furnish me with the following information, [1 ] The quantity 
and cost of fuel for each month-since the engine was started. [2] The cost 
of engine-house establishment [3] The approximate quantity of water 
pumped into each reservoir, each month.

Having been called on to overhaul the Engines and pumps, and 
make inspection of .boilers, I beg to state 1 have made a careful inspection 
of the above works, which has enabled me to give you thej following 
report:—* 

The pumps I found working very unsatisfactorily, one pump takiug a 
full stroke the other about an 8" stroke. 

T have made an alteration on the exhaust steam pipes increasing the 
pipe from 1" to 2". 

'Jhis has relieved the back pressure on the steam valves, and 1 find 
the engines work more regularly, each taking an equal stroke. 

I have also taken out the pistons, and re-set the springs. In my opinion 

a better piston for these Engines would be the £ ‘ Mather and Platt” piston 
type. 

The pump plungers I have had fitted with Hew leathers, the gun 
metal valves and seatings taken out, and ground in, so as to prevent 
leakage. 

The pump barrels have been reduced from 5 : |" to 4ijr". This was done 
to enable the pumps to pump into the wrought iron tank. n u AymqvW+n 
hill.

At the present time, no record is kept. In my opinion, the steam pipes .

The boilers I have examined and found in very good condition., - 
they were very dirty. T war-in formed by the driver in charge that they were; 
cleaned out once a mouth: in my opinion the boifei-s should be cleaned, 
once a week. ’’ ‘ ■ ■ ... i . 

, , I Have had both boilers cleaned before examining them, and there was 1 
a very thick incrustation formed ih them. 

The above boilers can be-afidy worked 1o 100 lbs per square inch.

887 which has since been 
realized,

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7. 177 Rents. —The total income under this head is considerable, viz. 

R. 4,113-2-7 against Rs. 3.4S3-4-6 in 1893-94 and a budget estimate of 
Rs. 3,113. The increase is under all the minor heads, except nuzul land, 
from which there is no income. This is not understood as there must be 
some Nnzul lands within the municipal limits. 

The several items have been explained and call for no special remarks. 

8. VIII Gardens. — Again this year there has been a falling off under 
this head, due it is said to a. contraction in the area. The importation of 
American seeds as suggested would probably show an improvement, and 
might be tried. 

9. X Fines.— The income here has increased from Rs. 488 in 1893- 
94 to Rs. 564-6-0 in the year under report. 

The vigorous administration of the bye-laws under the late President 
had an excellent effect, and it is to he regretted it has not been continued. 
Although it is perhaps trenching on the current years administration yet 
I think a more strict enforcement of the bye-laws in respect to sanitation 
would have had an excellent result. The attention of the .President lias 
had to be directed to manifest dereliction of duty on the part of the super¬ 
vising staff, and he was at last ordered to aportion the municipality 
among the officers at head quarters with the view to assist in the sanitary 
rules being attended to. 

10. Last season the police had instruction to prosecute equestrians 
for furious riding and it would be well if this order wore revived. It is a 
very dangerous amusement and unless stopped there will bo some serious 
accident. 

11. XII .Miscellaneous.— The total income fell from Rs. 2,742-10-4 
in 1893-94 to Rs. 2,351-2-3 in the year under report and the decrease is 
under the minor head “ sale proceeds of firewood ” which amounted to Rs. 

75 only, against Rs. 874-1-0 in the previous year. 

3 2. I have received two petitions signed by several people complain¬ 
ing of the rate and the description of wood being sold by the Forest De¬ 
partment at the depots. Those I forwarded to the Conservator of ‘Forests 
for report and was glad to find from his reply that da re war* not much

13; There is no doubt that the fuel preserves in. the neighbourhood 
of the settlement, are diminishing and if we are to conserve the forests, wood 
fox- fuel must be brought from a distance. ' In the district forests .[ am in- J 
formed that large quantities of wood are rotting. This cannot be utilized f 
.until the present monopoly created by the Forc-t Department ceases. Frm ti'J 
the Conservator s reply it would appear that the present arrangement will 
cease very shortly. The remarks of the President on the subject oh denu¬ 
dation are very much to the point and deserve consideration,

nothing further m, the matter, I presume thp cost was prohibitive, " - 
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14, A recent proposal emanating from the Government to place all 
the forests within municipal limits under the Forest Department control has

The planting up of the bare slopes of Sher-ka-danda has been 
handed over to the Forest Department. Neglect in the past by the MuruV" 
cipal Committee has necessitated this being done under the orders of the 
•Government, 


15. Should the Sanitary Engineer’s scheme of pumping water to a 
higher level by means of machinery driven by compressed air, the motive, 
power being water from the Lake, prove, on further examination, possible, * 
the difficulty with regard to fuel for the engines now worked by steam 
would be overcome. But it is questionable whether the existing pipes 
will be capable of resisting the extra strain thrown on them, and their 
renewal will entail a large initial outlay. 

16. XIII Extraordinary, —The total receipts during the year were 
Rs. 38,797-15-2, which includes the second loan from Government of 
Rs. 20,000 to enable the Committee to effect a Settlement of its debt on 
account of the sewage and water works. 

Excluding the Rs. 20,000 the actual receipts were Rs. 18,797-15-2 
against Rs. 7,786-15-9 of the previous year, due to the sale of one of the 
three blocks of the new coolie lines to Government for the use of the chap- 
> rasis attached to the Secretariat Office, and to Rs. 4,000 in part payment 
from Government, for improving the flat and for the diversion of the cart- 
road above Malli Tal.

Captain Harris although a very active official cannot be expected unai¬ 
ded to do the sanitary inspect'mi work of the entire settlement and certain 
members of the Committee should by turns be entrusted with this duty, 

20 VIII Hoad watering. — Under this head the estimate itas been 
exceeded by Its. 157-12-1, which is partly due to the purchase of a water¬ 
ing cart. 


21. IX lii;/hiiutf —.\guiist a budget provision of its. 1,70(1 the 
actual expenditure under tins head was Rs. 1,119-1-9 a percentage of 1*30 
on the total expenditure. Considering the dangerous condition of many 
of the mads, wholly unprotected by railings, where darkness is made, visible 
(even where there happens to be neither rain nor frost) by over bunging 
trees, I think the Committee may well consider the propriety of spending a 
little more on this account. The outlay is not much more than that which a 
3rd class municipality in the plains devotes annually to this object. If too , 
there is a prospect of the moon shading its titful rays during some portion 
of the night, the lamps are not lit. This extreme regard to economy on 
the part of the Committee, cannot it is feared be appreciated by the public. 

It the present staff of lamp—lighters is unequal to the task of extinguishing * 
the lamps after the moon has risen, it might bo desirable to increase 
it. The present lighting is certainly not creditable to the municipality 
and I would suggest that endeavours be made to extend its operations. 

It, is not improbable that were lamps and posts provided on roads near 
habitations, house holders might be induced to pay lor the oil. Since 
the year under report began the Committee has at my suggestion placed 
some railings as also a lamp at the sharp curve below Chimt-khan where a 
belated traveller nearly met hkj death last year.

Unless an accurate and complete record is main¬ 
tained of the accomodation provided in die “ rookeries ” of the upper and 
inner bazars, as also of houses tenanted by the poorer paid clerics, it is iin- ■ 
possible to say to what extent over-crowding is permitted. This is a matter 
which requires the serious attention of the Committee, inasmuch as the 
Lodging house rules are stated to apply to only 2 houses. 

32. It is gratifying to learn that the relation between the official and 
non-official members are coidial ; aim that the members of the Cammittee 
have'worked satisfactorily. 

33. In conclusion I have to invite your own as well as the Commit,(oohi 
earnest attention to the orders recently issued by Government with regard 
to carrying out the recommendations of the Committee of l.Jovenimettt 
officers convened after the landslip of 13.3 \ in respect to Sher-hn*dandu 
and China, also those of later years doming with Ayarputta and other parfu 
of the settlement. It is unnecessary for me to detail these. Rut I would 
suggest that a sub-committee be appointed to inspect the gutter-pipes of 
houses which arc in many instances m need of extensive repairs. The 
gutters also require looking to. 


The condition of latrines attached to private houses need special atten¬ 
tion. 

Grazing' on the face of Sher-ka-danda lull is absolutely prohibited and 
a strict watch should be maintained that, the rule is not. broken. This is 
all the more necessary now that the bare, slopes which have hitherto been 
used for grazing purposes are being planted up. During the dry Mouther 
the reservoirs situated on the face of Sher-ka-dandu hill, which are led 
by springs, should be periodically inspected. At the gorge (Dm-wan 
khal) on the road to lianikhet, which is fed by a pipe from a tiny rivulet 
below the Lariyakanta road, was empty for sometime owing to the pipe 
being choked, In the Chuna-dhara tank there was an cxIcumvo leakage. 
These defects were brought to the notice of the Prchdcut by me. a., also 
Was the insanitary ■ condition of the drain behind the Club. Owing lo a 
ppec'ftl engineer having been placed in charge of protective and other 
. vvorz-i on parts of Sher-ka-uanda, the Committee's work has been much 
reduced and the'members will thus be able to devote their energies to minor , 
matters. Loads, especially chose with a su-cp gradient, require constant 
supervision and repairs.

The dauicary Engineer, 
who has had under consideration various projects for improving the ar¬ 
rangements for pumping and distributing water, will be asked to expedite 
his proposals.

special report on the subject from the Sanitary ' Commissioner, which 
the Governin.&nv has lately received, it ‘would appear that this descrip- ; 
tin A. requires 1 yety considerable qualification. 1 am to forward a copy- : 
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■of the latter Report for the information and guidance of the Committee. 
The questions of' flushing the pail depots through a separate system of 
pipes, of preventing overflow from the sewage reservoir, and of the better 
ventilation of the sewers, will ba referred to the Sanitary Engineer ; 
the ro dang of th' Malli Tal spring, the planting of plantains on the 
Runsi sewage farm, the reallocation of sites for the disposal of rubbish, 
the trenching of stable litter on a better system, the provision of hooks 
in the slaughter house, and the suggested improvements to the dhobi 
glrlts at Talli 'Pal and dariya Tal should at once be carried out by the 
Ommitice, as they involve little expenditure ; while the remaining 
recommendations which have been made by the Sanitary Commissioner 
should be considered and reported on. 


d. The efficient administration of the Municipality is to a great 
-extent dependent on financial cansidorations, and tile rueutoivuU-Gov.u’"- 
nor and Chief Commissioner desires to impress on the Committee the 
necessity of closely considering the possibility of improving the income 
derived from taxation and of effecting economies wherever possible, in 
expenditure. -Funds are especially required for the improvement of the 
sanitation of the Settlement, for the provision of a better wafer •,apply, 
and for the construction and maintenance of the protective w >rks on the 
hillsides. As regards the last of these requirements, I am l,o point out 
that, though the Government has large ! y subsidized the Committee in this 
•respect, it is out of the question that it should attempt to entirely relieve 
the Municipality of its responsibilities. The Committee should consider 
the question, of raising the taxes at present, levied from occupants of 
houses, which are. those on servants, horses, dogs, cows, and animals for 
slaughter, as also the tolls and the conservancy taxes, to such extent as 
may seem advisable, after comparison with the rates in force in other 
similarly, situated Municipalities. It is probable that if this is done, it will 
not be necessary to have recourse to the other expedients (such as the 
introduction of octroi, or the levy of a visitors’ tax) which have been con¬ 
sidered 'is p Msible A measure that should at once be taken U the impo¬ 
sition ^of a tax on goats, which Cause more damage than any others to the 
young trees which have recently been planted in the settlement. 


' h. Tire expenditure on conservancy is increasing In spite of the 
f.ct that flu distance to which the filth pails have to he carried has been 
diminished.

and it is well therefore that at the end nf the year under report the Muni¬ 
cipality had a balance in hand of over Its. 15,000. . 


8. It is observed that the station quarries yielded as much as five 
times the income of the previous year. It is questionable whether the 
owner of a quarry should he allowed unrestricted liberty to carry on blasting 
operations in a locality surrounded by houses and adjoining the public road; 
and the Committee should consider whether it would not be advisable to 
prohibit blasting at;the Sukha Tal quarry, except in the cold whether. 


9- An important matter is the better administration of the munici¬ 
pality by Deputy Commissioner of Naini Tal in his capacity of President 
of the Committee. It has recently been decided that phe Assistant Com¬ 
missioner of Naini Tal shall be placed in special charge of the Tarai, and as 
the prolonged absecc ofjthe Deputy Commissioner in thelTardi and Bbdbar 
will no longer be necessary, he should in future take a more direct part in 
the management of Municipal affairs. He should regularly attend every 
meeting of the Committee, should visit Naini Tal at least once a month in 
the cold weather, and should in person, frequently inspect the conservancy 
arrangements and the public works. The Committee has already invested 
him with the responsibility for earryimg out the recommendations of the 
Landslip Committee ; and he should fully understand that the efficient 
administration of the Naini Tal Municipality is one. of his most important 
duties, and that he will be unable in future to delegate his responsibility to 
others. 


10. The Lieutenant-Governor desires to record his appreciation of' 
the good work doue by Mr, Giles during his tenure of office, as President of 
the Municipal Committee. The most noticeable events of the year have 
bum the completion of the filter beds, and the development, of the sewage 
farm at Runsi—» scheme which, under good management, may turn the 
Sewerage Works into a source of profit, as well as a sanitaty advantage' to the 
community; the construction of cowsheds outside the limits of the bazars, 
and the inauguration of the Orosthwaite Hospital. The Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor and Chief Commissioner fully recognises that several much needed 
improvements have been effected, and he is glad to learn that suggestions 
nuule by the Sanitary Commissioner from time to time in minor matters 
have received attention. But tim administration of the Municipality, as a.
